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From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

y  Bat  Mitzvah  ceremony 
was  held  on  Shavuot. 

Since  then,  it  has  been 
one  of  my  favorite 
holidays  and  each  year  I 
enjoy  re-reading  the  book  of  Ruth  and 
looking  for  new  meaning.  The  following 
represents  some  of  my  thoughts 
interposed  with  various  commentaries 
I  read: 

“Her 

neighbors  gave  it 
a  name  saying, 
there  is  a  son 
born  to  Naomi, 
and  they  called 
his  name 
Obed.  He  is  the 
father  of Jesse, 
the  father  of  David.”  (Ruth  4:17) 

This  year,  the  holiday  of  Shavuot 
begins  on  the  evening  of  May  25th.  On 
the  festival  of  Shavuot  we  read  the  book 
of  Ruth.  It  is  a  beautiful  little  book  that 
touches  on  some  powerful  themes — 
the  love  and  loyalty  between  a  daughter- 
in-law  and  mother-in-law,  a  womans 
conversion  and  commitment  to  the 
Jewish  people,  the  rich  helping  the  poor 
glean  in  their  fields,  and  ultimately,  a 
marriage  that  would  lead  to  the  birth  of 
King  David. 

However,  there  is  one  theme  that 
strikes  me  as  central  to  the  book,  the 
very  reason  why  the  author  wrote 
it.  The  book  is  a  polemic  against  those 
who  would  classify  people  based  on 
race  and  lineage.  It  is  against  those 
who  would  refuse  to  open  the  door  to 
converts,  or  who  would  look  at  people 
and  reject  them  because  they  are  a  “bad 
seed.”  It  is  against  those  like  Ezra  of 
each  generation,  who  forced  men  who 
married  out  of  the  faith  to  reject  their 
wives  and  children,  without  any 
opening  for  conversion.  It  teaches  that

even  an  impoverished  Moabite  girl  can 
marry  an  aristocratic  Israelite  and 
become  the  progenitor  of  the  king  of 
Israel,  and  eventually  the  Messiah. 

The  central  message  of  Ruth  is  not 
to  look  at  bloodlines,  at  nationality,  or 
at  race,  but  rather  to  look  at  character 
and  values.  Ruth  was  a  Moabite,  a 
people  hated  by  the  Israelites.  The 
Torah  teaches  that  “No  Ammonite  or 
Moabite  shall  be  admitted  into  the 
congregation  of  the  Lord,  none  of  their 
descendants,  even  in  the  tenth 
generation  shall  even  be  admitted  into 
the  congregation  of  the  Lord.” 
(Deuteronomy  23:4)  What  irony  that 
the  ideal  convert  through  the  ages  was 
a  Moabite  woman. 

The  message  of  Ruth  is  not  just 
about  conversion.  It  is  also  about 
judging  other  people.  To  quote  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.,  ”1  have  a  dream  that 
my  four  little  children  will  one  day  live 
in  a  nation  where  they  will  not  be 
judged  by  the  color  of  their  skin,  but 
by  the  content  of  their  character.”  Ruth 
was  a  Moabite,  a  people  despised  by 
the  Israelites.  Yet,  through  her 
kindness  to  her  mother-in-law,  she  was 
able  to  enter  the  people  Israel  and 
eventually  give  birth  to  the  grandfather 
of  a  king.  We  all  need  to  look  at 
character,  not  at  lineage,  when  judging 
other  people. 

The  author  of  the  book  of  Ruth  had 
an  agenda,  to  change  the  attitude  of  the 
Israelite  people.  The  Rabbis  who 
established  the  sacred  canon  accepted 
this  book,  despite  its  controversy.  Ruth 
came  to  teach  us  that  we  are  more  than 
mere  genes,  born  of  a  particular  father 
and  mother.  We  are  each  uniquely 
valuable,  created  in  the  image  of  a 
loving  God.  We  deserve  to  be  judged 
by  our  actions,  not  by  our  lineage.

All  About  Shavuot 


-  MM  i  havuot,  the  Festival  of 
JJjir"  Weeks  or  Pentecost,  is 
celebrated  exactly 
seven  weeks  after 
Passover.  It  is  observed 
for  one  day  in  Israel  and  for  two 
days  by  those  of  us  who  live  in 
the  diaspora. 

Originally,  Shavuot  was  solely 
an  agricultural  festival,  a  time  of 
ceremony  and  rejoicing,  when 
the  first  fruits  were  brought  to 
Jerusalem.  But,  in  time,  it  became 
associated  historically  with  the 
giving  of  the  Torah  on  Mt.  Sinai. 


During  the  services  on  this 
festival,  we  read  the  Ten 
Commandments  and  the  general 
theme  is  the  Jewish  love  of 
learning.  Also,  the  Book  of  Ruth 
is  read  because  it  shows  the  great 
devotion  of  Ruth  to  her  adopted 
faith  and  people. 

Among  the  customs  associated 
with  Shavuot  are  decorating  the 
synagogue  with  flowers,  all-night 
study  ( Tikun  Ley  I  Shavuot ),  and 
the  eating  of  dairy  foods,  which  is 
symbolic  of  the  concept  of  Israel 
as  the  land  of  milk  and  honey.

m 


nvariably,  the  school  year  seems  to 
come  to  a  close  very  quickly.  The 
time  between  September  and  May 
passes  so  rapidly,  in  the  form  of  a 
whirlwind  of  learning  and 
educational  activities.  Although  the 
beginning  of  the  year  is  always  full  of 
excitement  for  what  is  yet  to  come,  it  is  so 
gratifying  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  look 
back  with  satisfaction  and  pride  on  what 
has  been  accomplished.  As  it  says  in  the 
book  of  Kohelet  (Ecclesiastes),  better  the 
end  of  a  thing  than  the  beginning  thereof. 

However,  what  is  most  important  is 
what  comes  between  the  beginning  and  the 
end.  This  is  precisely  what  is  celebrated  at 
our  annual  Tekes  Siyyum/Moving  Up 
Ceremony,  which  will  take  place  on  May 
21.  Inaugurated  last  year,  this  annual  event 
provides  a  formal  closure  to  the  school  year 
and  marks  the  transition  from  one  grade  to 
another.  Last  year,  each  grade  grouping 
created  an  object  that  reflected  what  it 
considered  the  highlight  of  its  curriculum 
to  be  passed  down  to  the  children  entering 
that  grade  the  next  fall.  This  year,  we  have 
decided  to  have  each  class  contribute  to  the 
creation  and  decoration  of  a  pitgam  tree, 
since  pitgamim  (Jewish  proverbs,  maxims) 
have  been  a  theme  in  the  school  this  year. 
The  students  will  work  on  this  project  with 
their  classroom  teachers,  as  well  as  with 
our  artist-in-residence,  Ellen  Alt. 

It  was  actually  back  in  March  that  I 
began  thinking  about  figuratively  wrapping 
up  the  year.  This  was  when  1  observed  our 
Vav  students  literally  wrapping  up  — 
learning  how  to  wrap  tefillin  in  workshops 
led  by  our  clergy  and  faculty.  1  saw 
something  much  larger  than  the  students’ 
merely  learning  how  to  perform  this  one, 


albeit  critical, 
mitzvah.  I  felt  that 
we  were  experiencing 
our  mission  in  action.  To  me,  this  was  a 
symbol,  a  sign  of  how  our  students  are 
growing  up  and  learning,  with  the  help 
of  our  school,  our  Synagogue,  and  their 
families,  to  become  knowledgeable, 
confident  and  committed  adult  Jews.

n  Sunday,  May  16  we  will 
come  together  to  honor  those 
7th  and  8th  graders  who  have 
successfully  completed  the  new 
Social  Action  program  in  the 
Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  High  School.

In  February,  each  student  chose  an  issue 
he  or  she  wanted  to  focus  on  and  in  small 
groups  partnered  with  organizations 
around  the  city  -  Jewish  and  secular  -  to 
help  address  that  issue.  In  the  months 
following,  each  student  has  completed  a

f  you  are  a  member  family  who 
would  like  to  apply  to  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Early 
Childhood  Center  for  the  2005-06 
school  year,  please  call  the  school 
between  May  1  and  June  30,  2004  to 
request  an  application  form  (the  school 
will  be  closed  between  June  30  and 
mid-August). 

All  children  who  were  born  before 
April  1,  2003  are  eligible  for  school  in 
September  2005.  The  Early  Childhood
